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. Mississippi And The' liule of law 

The surrender of Governor Barnett and the decision 
1o allow James Meredith to enter the all-white Uni- 
versity of Mississippi will be regarded, dnd rightly, as 
a - triumph of justice over prejudice and unreasoning 
fanctlcism. Yet the victory is not complete. Capitulation 
came only at the hands of superior military force, as 
it did ninety-seven years ago at Appomattox Court 
Hoiise. In his staternent released last night the bovernor 
expressed only regret and a determination to continue 
his war against integration, even calling upon God to 
"have mercy on the souls" of the Federal authorities. 
Predictably, and disappointingly to those of us who hold 
the over— complacent view that university students will 
always be found on the side of liberalism and political 
maturity, the latest turn of events has led to an intensi- 
fication of violence, to a battle betweeri Hysterical white 
students arid U.S. Marshals . armed with teorgas 
bombs. " 

These ore regrettable facts. They reveal that the 
bottl? for social justice in the southern United States 
is far from being won! At best, as Winston Churchill 
once said in another connection, it is not the beginning 
of the end but perhaps the end of the beginning. The 
adherence by a majority of white southerners to ideas 
which we must regard as reactionary, inhumane end 
unreasonable may continue for a generation or more. 
Elsewhere on this page appears. a report. on the south 
by a Canadian student which reveals how' widespread 
they are. The enrollment of one Negro student will be 
a hollow triumph if the process begun by legal coercion 
is not completed by educatiori, if the white holf of 
Mississippi does not learn to respect the rights of the 
Negro half. - 

Much has beeri said In connection with this and 
similar crises about^the effect on Àméirica't reputation, 
particularly in the African and Asian countries where 
a Caucasian majorit)r^^«t not prevail. In this connection 
let it never be forgotten that In deciding to enforce 
the principles of human equality in thé face of wide- 
spread opposition, the Unitecf Stafés chose the' coursé 
of integrity, but the course that inevitably led to diffi- 
culty, violence and embarossment. Surely, that is the 
ultimate test of liberal democraoy. 

Alouette, Gentille Alouette! 

' Canadians hove every right to be proud. Our. 
country has designed and built the "Alouette", a 320 
pound spacecraft, which is novy circling the globe once 
every 105 minutes. True, it was launched by the Uhited 
States from an American base. True, 80% of the cost 
was borne by our southern neighbours'. FaUe, It places 
us third in the race to space. Nevertheless it will be 
on important research tool for *exploratioi> and may 
help .solve the problems of comrnurilcdtions at high 
.latitudes. 

Let us trust this auspicious beginning will portend 
for it loftier heights in the ionosphere than for its narne- 
salce in Molson Stadium. " 




A look At The South 



Perhaps the ' moist striking - 
aspect of « visit to the South 
is the near-completeness with 
which it fuifiiis one's stereotyp- 
ed expectations. Spealcing to 
principals of white and negro 
hieh schoob, inhabitants of 
small towns, poor whites, and 
negro latMurers does not present 
surprises in terms of ideas, 
though it is often experientially 
shoekldg. 

It is that segment of the Deep 
South— the 'small town— which 
may prove most recalcitrant 'to 
Integration that I shall briefly 
and impfessionlstjcally V sketch ' 
in this space. • 

From the moment we left our 
car, an atmosphere of the ."clos- 
ed society", of the tribe,-;ieemed,- 
not so much to surround "as^ to ' 
attack us, emanating from every 
object, animate or not, in that 
dismal and worn Alabama town, 
labelled exotlcaliy Talladega. 

Circumscribed 

' The narrowly circumscribed 
outlook of the town's people Is 
engraved as .deeply, on their 
faces as onîtbetttabular rasa of 
their mIndi^AT<^étUiir;lntensIty 
and tenseness in the glint of the 
eyes and the lines of the cCeeka 
makes itself eyen evident in the 
physiognomy of the ^ouitg knd 
caused «t leastithlsV-'fûr'ner'^i to' 
feel as alien as'a vIsUbf toliome 
hostile planet. - -M 

The entire town is dominawu, 
geographically and psychologitial- 
ly, by the combination police-sta- 
tion and court-house. We had ve- 
rified the fact that various, inci- 
dents in connection with voter- 
registration drives had recently 
occurred. But our generally suc- 
cessful technique of gaining 
Information about fact and opi- 
nion almost failed us here. In- 
tmtiy we were recogniiod as out- 
siders — and were unable to get 
anywhere near tlie area of our in- 
terest i.e., race relations, with- 
out having our interlocutors im- 
mediately clam up. Nothing, as 
they seemed to uay, could ever 
happen to ruffle the sunlit peace 
of our morally irreprehenslbia 
town. 

North Resented 

Wo eventually involved two 
men in conversation : both sales- 
men in men's haberdaihery, one 
niiddlc-ogcd, the other a student 
at « nearby college. In theso

men, too, the defence mechan- 
ism was activated at once. 
Northerners were incapable of 
understanding "our" problems 
and people. "They were hypo- 
crites who denounced Southern 
treatment of Negroes, while their 
own was. In a less obvious way, 
much the same. (Incidentally, 
one of the gimmicks which made 
conversation possible was to let 
it be known from the start that 
we were Canadians, not Yan- 
kees.) 

; The younger man^,fouDd, It 
extremely difficult tor speak' on 
the subject/ He found 'doing so 
painful and was totally at.t lbs* 
' to ' formulate any principle ex- 
pressing his belief in segrega- 
;tIon,.except,to.say that this was

up. He mentioned myths we had. 
heard continually : Negroes are 
dirty; they are drunkards; they 
are lazy.

This habit of mind has been 
solidified by a stagnant and im- 
mobile socio-economic system. 
Change is almost inttinctlveiy 
resisted and "taking one's time" 
«bout things is the pervasive 
background to thought and ac- 
tion. Attempts by law and gov- 
ernment to enforce various 
types of Integration are viewed 
as alien forces disrupting tribal 
patterns and modes. Often, 
hitherto quiescent Negro popu- 
lations have been' aroused by 
the new possibilities inherent in 
emancipAtion aetivities. This has 
ruffled the calm surface .of 
racial relations and has led to 
a neW toughness oh the part 
of the whites. 

Itesentment against "Nortli- 
em agitators" in regard to free- 
dom rides and sit-ins, support 
Sr. King's Albany Movement, 
and the latest avenue of 



Negro protest — voter-registra- 
tion and cynicism about "token- 
ism" are emotioni already at a 
boiling pitch. The urban voles 
defeated the racist ex-Govcmor 
Griffin in the recent Georgia 
primary — rural and small-time 
populations are still fertile 
grounds for the demagoguery of 
extremist elements. But in rural 
Alabama (one of those totally 
legregated states), the extrem- 
ist, by our standards, is normal. 
They will' not reconcile' them- 
selves to the inevitable without 
their emotional primitlvenest 
lieing, vented. Such,^ at least, .was

' Basically, those who disapprove 
.4 nationalization per se claim 
that it violates our democratic 
(which they often feel is syno- 
nomous with capitalistic) prind- 
pies. They also say it Is socialism 
and a step in the direction of 
Communism and' that most go- 
vernment - controlled enterprises 
develop into bureaucracies and 
become extremely inefficient 

Nationalization supporters feel 
that in the field of Public Utili- 
ties upeclally, government con- 
trol will be more beneficial to 
the public. In some cases, they 
say, government control is to 
great that actual takeover would 
prêtent a small difference. In a 
move v reminiscent of Cuba, 
others suggest takeover of "lar- 
ge American controlled indus- 
tries." 

When it comes : down to the 
problem here in Quebec, the ans- 
wers vary even more. Many (in- 
cluding a French-Canadian , stu- 
dent) feel that this is an outlet 
for French-Canadian nationalism.

Those who approve say it wUI 
create greater efficiency, and 
aid economic expansion into the 
"backwoods of Quebec where 
private industry refuses to in- 
vest." Only a very few people 
support tlie move simply becau- 
se they support the Lesage gov- 
ernment. Some s:^'.i that they 
wish he hadn't proposed the mo- 
ve, because they now disapprove 
of his policies for the first time. 

Net many people • think the 
election has bieen called solely 
over this issue. But those who 
think .thoi^lSBue:- merits an elec- 
tion saj^thatllf'iB a good idea to 
consult thé people on such a° con- 
troversial -issue. '.The. people 
must decide on this crucial issue, 
their fiiture freedom is at stake."' 

The othen say: that this^ is a 
political* move calculated, to 
catch the opposition when it Is 
unprepared, and with its popu- 
larity at a low ebb. It is the only 
way to solidify a cabinet split. 
Some say that people will ;iot be 
Voting for or against the issue 
but will be voting for partie^ and 
that this defeats the whole pur- 
pete of the election. On the other 
band« some say- that the eléfi^on 
will be based on a tingle issue 
alone and not on patt record as 
it should be.

(Ed. Note : The following or- 
tide originaU\i appeared in the 
Universitv of Toronto .Varsity). 

Much effort has been expend' 
ed, and in most cases wasted, 
in attempts to catégdrhe the var- 
ious types of universit/ students. - 
What is urgently needed at the . 
present time is a comprehensive 
and careful' study àlong ^similar , 
lines dealing vith the different' . 
types of professors, and the stu< * 
dent reaction to thèm. The work 
must be authoritative and well 
researched. 

Thlis is definitely not it, None- 
theless, wc feel it is our duty to 
make our meagre and distorted 
contribution to this new and ex- 
panding facet of social research. 

Years ago, the whole. problem 
was much simpler. Professors 
were of two types — absent- 
minded or intolerable. But those 
carefree days are past ; there are. 
how thousands of types of pro- 
fessors. ■ ; 

.For the purposes of this study 
we. have chosen various stereo- 
■types^of professors. I must stale . 
'■t^the outset that*, any. resem- 
blance between any of these ste- . 
re'otypes and any individuals now 
living, or thought to be living, 
is purely accidental. Shoiild any 
such' accidents occur, the names 
have been omitted to protect the 
author. 

Our first type Is tha profettor 
who raaliy doein't give a dtmn 
•bout fetching; what ht It 
rttlly Ihteretttd In It hit m- 
tttreli. This rttttrch It 'usually , 
In soma field having no connae* 
Hon to the courte he It taachlng. 
Ho it roughly at anihutlatlle 
about hit laclurat at ha It 
about gttting polio thott. 

His.ihethods' of lecturing iden- ' 
tify him immediately; He enters ' 
the rbon) at 12% .minutes, afteir 
the hour,' stifides to -the .front, 
and clasps his hands -behind- his ■ 
back.

ture. The professor cancels the 
.lecture and is very happy.

Nonethalait, the lac> 
turai ara Invariably dryer than 
the WCTU. 

The student reaction in this 
case is exceedingly complex ; it 
must be divided into two sepa- 
rate parts. Firstly, the students . 
who are supposed to take these 
lectures react in the same man- 
ner as. those in the previous sec- 
tion. However, the lecture hall is 
always full. The students who 
listen eayerly are students who
